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Jail Committee Requests Ruling 
On Moving County Seat 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, May 12, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise, and 
agreed to seek an advisory opinion from 
the Attorney General on the legality of a 
proposed petition to abolish the county 
seat in Elba, do away with the annex in 
Enterprise and relocate the county seat 
in New Brockton, 


The Attorney General's opinion was 
requested by Mr. Neal Adkison, the 
chairman of the recently-formed ‘‘Jail 
Committee." Adkison reported the 
petition was ‘‘just one avenue of 
thought," but it was a matter discussed 
by the committee in great detail. 


I can't speak for the committee as a 
whole because we haven't taken a 
definite stand,"’ said Adkison, ‘‘but 1 
can give you a progress report. ‘‘We 
realize we are a jail committee, but the 
problem always goes back to the dual 
courthouse system. We have come to 
the conclusion that the county can't 
afford but one system. We can't agree 
on a site, but we need one system. We 
agree on one big conclusion - the county 
can't afford but one jail."’ 


Mr. Adkison was called to speak 
before the Commission after the group 
was reminded about a May 20 court 
date with Judge Arthur Gamble to 
report on progress made to build a jail 
in Enterprise. 


“I would like for the Commission to 
meet with the chairman of the Jail 
Committee,’ stated County Attorney 
Braxton Rowe, prior to Adkison's 
arrival, ‘‘because you need to find out 
what progress has been made. We 
need to give the Judge an answer next 
week,"’ 


Adkison addressed the Commission 
for over an hour, and stated, ‘'If you are 
mandated to a dual system, and must 
build a new jail here, aren't we (the 
committee) wasting our time? I ask the 
Commission to ask the Attorney Gen- 
eral if it is legal to submit the petition to 
the voters asking about relocating the 
county seat in New Brockton."’

What Have The Seventh 
Graders Been Doing? 


After answering what 
seemed like thousands of 
questions, the Seventh 
Graders were finally through 
with their Social Studies 
textbook.

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Tips For Better Batting 


In Softball 


{Editor's Note: James Boyett is considered by many in 
the world of softball to be one of the top hitters of all 
time. In 1978, Boyett hit a world record 303 home runs 
and batted over .700. In the past 3 years he has hit over 
800 home runs, making him the most feared batter in 
the game. 

On May 2 - 4, Boyett played in a tournament in 
Montgomery, and during an interview, gave the 
following batting tips to the average league players.] 
BY: JAMES BOYETT 

It takes a lot of practice and hard work to be a good 
litter; and by just using these tips you may not up your 
average overnight. Work in practice and you should be 
a better hitter, but remember, you must work. 

Hitting a softball is a lot like hitting a baseball; to be 
successful you must combine a lot of things. One key is 
where you make contact with the ball. The longer you 
can wait, and the better you get the bat through the ball 
will give you a big advantage. Most good hitters wait 
until the ball is almost to the catcher before they swing 
the bat 

Your hips coming through is another big factor. 
Your hips must swivel like a bar stool when you swing. 
Adjust your stance when you find what the umpire is 
calling strikes, and strike as late as possible. Don’t 
strike too early - wait, and then go after it. If you strike 
too early, you'll lose your power and be off balance. 
The bat you use is a big factor. Eighty percent of 
hitting is mental, and you must have confidence in the 
bat you're using. Get a bat you can handle and never

Alabama's Public Lakes Offer Top 
Fishing To All Fishermen 


The public fishing lakes 
program in Alabama was 
initiated in 1945 with the 
express purpose of creating 
available fishing water in 
areas of our state lacking 
sufficient streams, rivers and 
impoundments to provide 
fishing recreation for the 
public. During 1950 three 
state lakes in Butler, Cren- 
shaw and Fayette Counties 
were opened to the public. 
Presently, there are 19 lakes 
that range in size from 13 to 
183 acres in 17 counties. 
These lakes are operated and 
managed by fisheries biolo- 
gists of the Fisheries Section 
of Alabama’s Game and Fish 
Division. 

One of the most import- 
ant aspects in the manage- 
ment of state lakes is the 
fertilization program. All 
lakes are fertilized with a 
commercial grade inorganic 
fertilizer to increase fish 
production and aid in the 
control of obnoxious aquatic 
vegetation. The fertilization 
program is tailored to the 
individual needs of each 
lake. Throughout the year, 
fisheries biologists perform 
balance and general manage- 
ment checks on each lake to 
determine the condition of 
the fish population and to 
maintain the best: possible 
fishing for the fishing public. 

Originally, state lakes 


were stocked with the bass- 
blue-gill-redear combination 
that has proved so successful 
in small ponds on Alabama. 
However, through continu- 


ing research and investiga- 
tion, other species have been 
added to compliment the 
bass, bluegill, and redear. 
Channel catfish, blue catfish, 
crappie, hybrid saltwater 
striped bass, walleye, musk- 
ellunge, Florida largemouth 
bass, and hybrid bream have 
been added to several of the 
lakes and are being managed 
to produce more fishing for 
more fishermen. 

The daily creel limit at 
most of the lakes is 6 catfish, 
6 bass and 20 bream. Be- 
cause of necessary fishery 
management practices at in- 
dividual lakes, creel limits 
may vary so fishermen 
should check with the lake 
concessionaire to determine 
if any exceptions to the 
general creel limit exist. 

At the concession build- 
ing at each lake, fishermen 
can rent boats, paddles, 
cushions, and in some in- 
stances even trolling motors. 
Fishing « tackle, bait, re- 
freshments, and fishing li- 
censes can be purchased 
from the concessionaire. 
Also available is the $1.50 
daily fishing permit which is 
required along with the 
appropriate fishing license 
for every fisherman 12 years 
of age and older. :

Several public fishing 
lakes produce bass that 
average larger in size than 
those that normally are 
caught in natural streams 
and rivers, Largemouth bass 
average four pounds at Lee, 
Pike, Walker and Coffee 
County Public Fishing Lakes. 
At Monroe, Fayette, Cren- 
shaw, and Barbour County 
Public Fishing Lakes, bass 
average three pounds. This 
should not be interpreted to 
mean that large bass are not 
available at the other public 
fishing lakes. For instance, a 
13-pound 2-ounce bass and a 
couple of 10 pounders were 
caught in one year from 
DeKalb County Public Fish- : 
ing Lake. Madison, Wash- 
ington, Lamar and Marion 
County Public Fishing Lakes 
also produce several lunker 
bass each year even though 
the average bass from these 
lakes might be relatively 
small. If a fisherman wishes 
to fill his stringer, DeKalb, 
Chambers, Monroe, Walker, 
and Washington County 
Public Fishing Lakes are the 
lakes to visit. A ton or more 
of bass was harvested from 
each of these lakes by the 
end of August. 

There are six lakes in the 
public fishing lakes program 
that can be considered lunker 
bream lakes, At Clay, 
DeKalb, Marion, Pike, Lamar 
and Washington County 
Public Fishing Lakes, bream 
average almost one-half 
pound each. These lakes are 
an ultralight enthusiast’s de- 
light because not only are the 
bream yery large, but also 
there is an abundance of 
three-fourths to one and 
one-fourth pound bass in 
each lake. For the bream 
fisherman interested in fil- 
ling his stringer, the public 
fishing lakes in Barbour, 


Clay, Coffee, Crenshaw, 
Dale, Fayette, Dallas and 
Walker counties 


produce very large harvests 
of bream each year. Fisher- 
men at Dale County Public 
Fishing Lake harvested more 
than seven and one-half tons 
of bream last year. 

Channel catfish help to 
fill out the fisherman’s catch 
at many public fishing lakes. 
Good catfish fishing can be 
found at Chambers, Coffee, 
Crenshaw, Dale, DeKalb, 
Madison, and Monroe 
County Public Fishing Lakes. 
Fishing for catfish at Clay, 
Dallas, Lamar, Marion, Pike 
and Walker County Public 
Fishing Lakes is excellent. 
Over 3 tons of catfish were 
harvested from both Cham- 
bers and Dallas County Pub- 
lic Fishing Lakes and over 6 
tons were harvested from 
both Chambers and Dallas 
County Public Fishing Lakes 
and over 6 tons were harvest- 
ed from Walker County 
Public Fishing Lake. Fishing 
for catfish will be excellent at 
Clay County Lake this year. 
A total of 7,600 channel 
catfish of harvestable size 
were stocked in the J8-acre 
middle lake as part of an_ 
experiment to determine 
fisherman acceptance and 
utilization of heavy stock- 
ings. 

Crappie fishing is good to 
excellent at Chambers, 
Coffee, Crenshaw, Dale, 
Fayette, Pike and Walker 
County Public Fishing Lakes. 
Crappie average over 2 
pounds each at Coffee 
County Lake. 

Excellent and varied fish- 
ing is available to all fisher- 
men at Alabama's state- 
owned and managed public 
fishing lakes. However, as in 
fishing everywhere, fisher- 
men must outwit the fish in 
the lakes to be able to fill a 
stringer. 
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Harold Kelley Nears The Top In The World Of ‘ Big Time " 
Slow-Pitch Softball 


It's a long way from a 
makeshift ballfield in front of 
the old Damascus school- 
house to the luxurious soft- 
ball complex at Lagoon Park 
in Montgomery; and it's 
even further when you go by 
way of Miami, Florida!

Florida, a small town near 
Marianna, and it was here 
his interest in softball began 
to grow. 


“Softball was a big sport 
in Florida,"’ he said, ‘‘and 
I'd go out and watch tourna- 
ments almost every week- 
end. I heard that some of the 
sponsors would pay their 
players’ expenses and act- 
ually give them money to 
play, and I decided to give it 
a try. The first real good 
team I played with was the 
Red Carpet Inn of Panama 
City, in 1975, and since then 
I've changed teams every 
year. In 1976 I played with 
the Dothan Royals, who won 
the Alabama State Champ- 
ionship; and then in ‘77 I was 
with Buddy's Sporting Goods 
in Tallahassee. In 1978, I 
was playing with Nelson's 
Painting Service in Okla- 
homa City, Oklahoma, and 
then last year I was up in 
North Carolina playing with 
Dave Carroll Sports.
